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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The amendment filed June 14, 2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter Into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The amendment 
to the specification specifies that the seal can accommodate instruments having 
diameters up to 37 mm or more. This phrase does not meet the description 
requirement because the phrase "or more" has no upper limit. The specification does 
not clearly disclose to the skilled artisan that the inventors considered diameters larger 
than about 37mm to be part of their invention. Applicant is required to cancel the new 
matter in the reply to this Office Action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which It is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-16, 25, 28-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed Invention. The amendment to the claims 
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specifies tliat the seal can accommodate instruments having diameters up to 37 mm or 
more. This phrase does not meet the description requirement because the phrase "or 
more" has no upper limit. The specification does not clearly disclose to the skilled 
artisan that the inventors considered diameters larger than about 37mm to be part of 
their invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5, 36-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 5 and 36 contain the trademarkArade name Kraton®. Where a trademark 
or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular 
material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The 
claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to 
identify any particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to identify 
a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name 
does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or trade name. In 
the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe a particular 
material and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kajl (6,033,426). Kaji shows a surgical access device comprising a valve structure 2 
disposed relative to the incision in a sealing relationship and extending into 
communication with the incision, a wound retractor 3, and a protective sleeve 29 
extending into communication with the incision. A single seal Is included in the valve 
structure and having a first state forming a zero seal in the absence of an instrument 
and a second state in the presence of an instrument extending through the valve 
structure and forming a seal with the instrument (column 7, lines 3-31). As to claim 18, 
element 6 is considered to be a cap ring. 

Allowabie Subject Matter 

Claims 19-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -1 8, 25 and 28-36 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
